Tbe remedy adopted l>y 
the Kreiich irovernwent waa a remis- 
sion of internal taxea cm winea and u 
heavy incrense of taxea on dletilled li<| 
uoiK and the effect baa tMH>n aa ex|M>ct- 
e<l brandy liaa lieen su|M*rseded aa a 
drink to a large extent liy wine, which 
of all ulcoboiio beverages la the least 
uoxloua. A almllar treatment of lite 
problem by (lie (lerman guvtnmment la 
not po.ssililc Wine grows only In a 
conipuratlM'iy few lUatrlctB of the tier- 
man empire, and any enruumgemeiit 
of tbe consuiiiptloa of lieer to offM*t 
"acbnappa" wuald probably not ba 
deemed dealrable.
